increased by the present Congress. 
| When the resolution to have these ras- 
calities investigated came ‘up, not one ol 
the guilty parties dared to vote aga‘nat it. 
A vote against it would have been regard- 
_ ed by the country as a confession of guilt. 
And now let us see what the proposed in- 
vestigation will amount to in the end. The 
_ parties engaged in these frauds upon their 
| constituents should be promptly expelled 
| from the body to which they are more than 
a disgrace; but if it should turn out that 
_ they are all “loyal,” and untainted with 
the heresy of conservatism, there is no 
hope that they will be punished in any 
way whatever. The thing will be white 
washed by the committee of investigation, 
and that will be the last of it in Congress. 
And then the trade in cadetships will go 
on as usual. 


A Swindle Stopped. 

A very gross swindle in the Internal 
| Revenue Department of the Government 
has just been nipped in the bud. On the 
29th of December last Deputy Commis- 
sioner Douglass issued an order requiring 
distillers, wholesale liquor dealers, and 
_ rectifiers to buy, at a cost of §4 50 per 
_ copy, a form-book in which to keep their 

accounts. These books were made by an 
obscure stationery firm in New York city, 
who claimed a copyright monopoly of it. 
The New York Sun thows some light 
upon this attempted swindle. It .tells us 
that certain persons have prepared and 
| copyrighted this form-book, which costs 
$1 50 a copy to make, and for which they 
_ charge $4 50. The Commissioner, armed 
| with the authority of the law, undertook to 
compel every man who is engaged in the 
_ liquor business to buy this book, and thus 
| pay a profit of $3 per copy on it to its pub-

as to issue this order in ignorance of its

least 750,000 copies of the book would
